that, under soch eircumstaoces, Lord Russell
hus asked her Majesty to relieve Lim from duties
whigh have praved too irksome lor him, and has
begeed permission to resign onee more the office
ol First Ministor of the Crown. We are not in
a position to aflivm positively the troth of this
rumor, but the existence of soch a ramor so
substantiated is a fact in itself, and we shall pro-
ceed to discuss it and otheras which have ob-
tnined equal authority as if they were well
founded,

If a strong liberal government, either under
Lord Russell or some capable snceessor, can be
maintained, we should, of courze, greatly prefer
it: but if this (s rendered impossible by internal
difticultics, we may eall attention to another ad.
vontage which would accrue from n tory inter-
regnum. The country is at present em.
barrussed Dby what we may venture to call,

a melnphor borrowed from the
naval service, “Yellow Admirals,” Men who
have come to the [ore by mere seniority
and the course of promotion, who inspire no
confidence, aud have neither knowle-.&;c nor
genius to justity their position. It would be in.
vidious to mention them individually, but it is
only necesgary Lo recall the names ol ministers,
past-and preseant, t6 be aware that there are
some from whose claima both the great parties
would gladly be relieved. They exst, and it is
hard to displace them; but if they were once
n-le%atcd to obscurity no one would think ot
recalling them to a position of distinetion. . . .

We desire, sbove ull things, & good, sound,
strong, liberal government, There are plenty of
things for it to do. There is Ireland to be set-
tled, a colonial poliecy to be determined, a
fomlgn policy gtill in progress of transition,
the permanent question of relorm to be laid at
rest; but it these thinegs canuot be accomplished
al onee, wo are content to waild for a season,
that they may be accomplished more effectaally.
No one of these canbe settled without a united
Cabinet, possessing o detinite policy, tollowing
the inspiration ol & single leader; and although
the promise of sucn a result may al present be
dim and uncertain, we think we discover signs
wﬁtagvrmd of darkness and of germination
might bring it to light.

The Russo-Amerienn Entente Oordinle,
ANOTHER BANQUET 170 GENERAL OLAY, OUR MINIg-
TER, AND THE CRONETADT FLEET,

Americuns and RBuseians have been again fra-
ternizng-—this time gt Cronstadt—the occasion
being the sixty-third anniversury ol the Sailors’
Club of that city, Genernl Olay aad tne SBecre-
tary of the American Legation were the guests
of the evening, The General occupled the placa
of honor. He had on nis right the Governor of
Cronstadt, Aldede-Camp General and Admiral
ha;‘uvorailfky,and on his leit Rear-Admiral Lessov-
sky.

After toasts to the Emperor, the Grafid Doke
Constantine, and the Minister of Marine, General
Novossilsky proposed the health of General
Olay to the stralns of the “American Hymn,”
executed by n cholr of excellent musipians,
Atterwards Admiral Lessoveky addressed to the
American representative a speech, in which,
after huving traced o parsllel between the bis-
tory of the American and Russian feets, sand
colled to mind the sympathetie reception given
to thelr squadion in the United Etates, he pro-
posed o tonst to the prosperity nnd power of the
fleer snd sailors of America. General Clay re-
sponded ln a brief but gordial speeoh, translated
into Russing by Admiral Lessoveky.

He dec how huppy he was to acknow-
ledee here, as at Moscow, the sympaihetie re-
ceptwon they gave bum in the name of the Rus-
sisn nation, and how muoch the frlendly relation
g0 happily existing between the two coustries
had received a new foree and new consecration
by late events, The Polish revolation in Russia
and Secesslon in the United States nave been [or
the two cooutrles o pew experience, out of
which they bave come victoriously. General
Clay then proposoed e toast to the malotenance
of that agresment and the prosperity of the
Russisn and Ameriean ileets. General Clay was

THE UNITED HTATES NEGOTIATING FOR AN 32AN
14LAND,
From the Pall Mall Guzelte, February 27,

It is said that & negotiation is in proeress be-
tween the United States and Greek Governments
for the sale ol an islund in the Hrean Archi-

elago to the former as a commercinl depot,
We thould be slow to believe that this American
project has any polit.cal significance,

The Americans have certainly no ambition in
the east of Burope; bul there is no quarter of
the world into which they are not auxious t»
extend thelr trade; and there is no doubt that
the shores of the Diack Sea, and even of Asia
Minor, present o wider fisld for iuternational
trade than the commercial oavies of Hurops
have as yet exhavsted. America, oo, there
can be no doubt, {2 (he ultimate consuyger of
many Eastern prodnots which are at present
scnt in trapsit (o British and French ports, and
are thenee reshipped o the United Biates,

Thiz circultous pioccss caunot il to suggest
to American traders the advantage of shippiog
their goods direct trom the original places of ex-

ort; but in order to organize s movement ol
nis gort it has probably been found necessary
for the Americans to have a depot of their own
In Turkish waters. What they require is simply
a eafe and accessible harbor and m good roacf-
stead. Those who know the Cyclades and the
Sporades are aware that these requirements

common 4s they are in our own islands, are no

ofien to be tound iu the Greek Archipelago.
Rock and iron-bound coasts are more frequent
there Lhan creeks cnd inlets, There ave, how-
ever, exceptlons to this rule, and no exception
can be more conspicuois than the magmbcent
harbor of Syrn.,

Thar, inaced, Iz much too precious to ba
ceded; but some other somewhat less desirable
haven may no doubt be found. One thing is
certsin, that the Greels Government will be very
ghul of the purchase iponey. I the resulting
increpse of American rade should be what may
be fairly anticipated, neither party will have
cange 1o reevet the fransaction that is uscribed
to the two Governmenis,

Lavscarn Tuis MorNING.—A new ireu
steam Low-boal, side-wheel, built at the yard of
Messre Cranp and Son, for towing conl ‘barges
from Bordeutown to the Schuylkill, was lnonched
this morning, at bich tide, from the upper yard
of the buflders.

The tow-boat launched this morn-
g is 166 feet long, 26 feet beam, 60 feet over
ail, Excepling the guards she is constructed
wuolly of iron, At the lower yard of the same
builders is a large ferry-boat in progress of cog-
siruction, the first for the new c".ﬁrﬂeknmum
Street Ferry to Camden, A large threc-mastod

ago only five or six remain, The case is a sad
one, n3 these cattle were the means by which
